Cleveland, Ohio, June 21—It was 2 
o’clock yesterday m orning when the 
subcomm ittee 
on 
resolutions 
of the 
league, 
which 
had 
been in 
secret 
aession, adjourned. 
Mr. Blackwell of M assachusetts pre­ 
sented 
a 
resolution 
inclining 
very 
strongly tow ard the gold standard and 
num erous other resolutions expressing 
all sorts of views on the money ques­ 
tion followed in quick succession. Sen­ 
ato r Dubois of Idaho and Mr. C. E. 
Allen of U tah fought for free coinage, 
m aking vigorous speeches, which were 
listened to with close attention. They 
spoke for free coinage at 16 to I without 
w aiting for the co-operation of any 
other nation. A resolution was offered 
declaring th at it is not the duty of the 
league to adopt a platform for the re­ 
publican 
party, 
as 
th at 
im portant 
action should be left to the national 
convention, 
which 
nominates 
presi­ 
dential candidates. 
Messrs. Dubois and Allen vigorously 
opposed this resolution, holding th at it 
w as the duty of the league to declare 
its principles. The gold men spoke in 
favor of the resolution and the vote 
Was 9 to 2 in its favor. 
W hen President Tracy called the con­ 
vention to order the first thing done 
w as the appointm ent of Senator-elect 
T hurston of Nebraska, H. Clay Evans 
of Tennessee, ex-Gov. Prince of New 
Mexico, Messrs. Goodnow of Minnesota 
an d Buck of Georgia to w ait on Senator 
W arner Miller of New York and invite 
him to address the convention. On the 
report of the committee 
on rules of 
th e Reed house and the Denver conven­ 
tion were adopted. The Hon. W arner 
Miller then addressed the convention. 
H e 
argued 
forcibly 
against 
the 
tariff being taken out of politics. The 
republicans were not for a tariff for rev­ 
enue only, but for a tariff for a surplus 
also. The argum ent for the Monroe doc­ 
trine and the Hawaiian flag on H a­ 
w aiian soil was vigorous. ' 
He argued a t length for sound money 
and such a reorganization of the bank­ 
ing system as would extend the circu­ 
lating medium w ithout dependence on 
governm ent bonds for the issue of bank 
notes. He hoped the party would stand 
by its record for bimetallism on a par 
tty. 
As the committee on resolutions was 
not ready to report an opportunity was 
given all to offer resolutions which were 
referred w ithout debate. 
Resolutions 
poured in on the Caban insurgents, H a­ 
w aiian republic, the Armenians, and all 
other foreign subjects. 
Blackwell lof 
M assachusetts offered a resolution fav­ 
oring the right of women to vote a t 
all elections, and congratulating the 
women of W yoming and Colorado upon 
their possession of the elective fran­ 
chise. Mr. Blackwell also offered a reso­ 
lution arraigning the adm inistration for 
its Turkish policy. O. Driscoll of Mary­ 
land offered a resolution providing for 
a protective tariff, reciprocity, honest 
elections, gold, silver and paper on a 
parity, aggressive foreign policy, etc. 
The convention will not indorse any 
proposition on the financial or any other 
question. 
Such was the agreement of 
th e committee on resolutions after an 
alm ost continuous session of twenty- 
four hours. This conclusion was reached 
la st night about 6 o’clock. 
Ex-United 
S tates Senator Patton of Michigan of­ 
fered the following substitute for all 
propositions before the committee and It 
w as unanimously adopted: 
“W hereas, Sec. 13 of the constitution 
of the Republican League of the United 
S taets says: ‘This league shall not In 
any m anner endeavor to influence the 
action of a national, state, county, or 
m unicipal convention,’ we, the delegates 
Of the Republican League of the United 
S tates in convention here assembled do 
hereby renew our allegiance to the prln 
ciples of the 
Republican party and 
pledge our best efforts for the success 
of the candidates of th at party. 
Be­ 
lieving th at this convention has no In­ 
structions from the Republicans of the 
United States or jurisdiction under our 
constitution to fram e 
or enunciate 
party platform s, we hereby refer all res­ 
olutions in relation to public questions 
to the Republican National convention 
of 1896,with entire confidence th at its ac 
lion will redound to the prosperity of 
our people and the continued glory and 
advancement of our country.” 
At the afternoon session the commit­ 
tee on league work reported a gratifying 
increase and rapidly-growing Interest in 
all parts of the country in club organi­ 
zations.

China** Indemnity 
to Japan May Bn 
Raised In This Country. 
W ashington, June 
21.—Negotiations 
have been opened through agents in 
China of American interests w ith si 
view to having 
China secure 
from 
American capitalists the am ount of sil- 
v*r required to pay the Chinese w ar 
indemnity of 200,000,000 taels to Japan. 
The indemnity is payable in Chinese 
taels, equal to 
the 
Mexican 
dollar, 
which is now worth about 53 cents in 
American money. 
U nder the term s of 
the China-Japan treaty the paym ents 
are to be made as follows: Fifty mil­ 
lion taels payable six months from the 
ratification of the treaty, 50,000,000 taels 
one year from th at date, and the re­ 
maining 100,000,000 taels payable in six 
annual installm ents. 
The first paym ent of 50,000,000 taels 
falls due next November. If American 
silver was used to meet the Indem nity 
the am ount would be equivalent to th e 
silver coinage for two years while the 
Sherman law was in operation. It w as 
reported some tim e ago 
China 
had 
raised the w ar indemnity in P aris by 
securing the guaranty of Russia and 
France. 
This has not been confirmed, 
however.and the loan has not yet beets 
made. The present negotiations with. 
Russia and France refer mostly to th e 
extra indemnity to be given because 
of the renunciation of the Liao T u n s 
Peninsula by Japan, and do not refer 
to the main loan, which the Am ericans 
wish to secure. 
London, June 21.—A dispatch 
from 
guaranteeing the Chinese loan has been 
signed a t St. Petersburg by the R ussian 
m inister of foreign affairs and the Rus­ 
sian m inister of finance on behalf of 
R ussia and by the Chinese m inister 
plenipotentiary in behalf of China.

Tax on Malt Liquors. 
W ashington, June 21.—According 
the treasury statem ent the excess 
expenditures over receipts for the cur­ 
rent year up to date has been $48,429,428. 
and the deficit will probably exceed $50,- 
000,000 by the end of this month, which 
finishes the fiscal year. 
N otw ithstand­ 
ing the heavy paym ents 
on w hisky 
withdraw n in July and August of la st 
year the receipts from internal revenue 
up to date, deducting the income tax. 
are $8,870,233 less than for the last fiscal 
year. 
As there are only eight business 
days rem aining of this fiscal year, it 
is evident there will be a falling off 
from internal revenue alone of over five 
millions. 
As a m atter of fact, Com­ 
missioner Miller estim ated the internal 
revenue receipts for the year a t $171.- 
000,000. 
Th actual figures will be $38,- 
000,000 less than that, which is about 
the average estim ate made for the in­ 
come tax proceeds.

Legal Proceedings Act As a Bar and a 
Compromise Must Be Reached Or 
The Saloons May Be Closed—L i­ 
cense Money is Needed to Meet 
Obligations Next July. 


The beginning of a new action to 
test the validity of the recent license 
election is going to make a peck of 
trouble for the council and the city as 
the proceedings by which the case is 
gotten into court acts as a bar to fu­ 
ture steps until 
the 
case 
is 
deciced. 
In the mean time the city 
authorities claim th a t the price of 
license is 8500 while the saloonists in­ 
sist th at it is but 8200. 
They will 
not pay more than th a t sum aud the 
city cannot accept less than 8500" 
And there yon are. 
“ This new move on the part of the 
saloon men to set aside the result of 
the special election which placed the 
license fee a t 8500 is only a blind,” 
rem arked a prom inent city official. 
“ Many of the saloon keepers would 
like to pay their license in install­ 
ments, one half the first of July, and 
the balance next January, but the 
council having denied them this, they 
now hope to get some ruling or order 
of court whereby the same end will 
be reached. 
I hardly think the com­ 
mon council will consider an applica­ 
tion for licenae unless the whole fee 
of 8500 is paid, and should the court 
set aside the election or stay m atters, 
it may be th a t the council will refuse 
to grant any licenses. 


Causes Complications. 
However, this new proceeding may 
work a lditional complications in city 
finances. 
A ntipatlng the receiving of 
the license money on July I, estim at­ 
ed a t $18,000 to 820,000, the city 
authorities based many calculations, 
and have obligations falling due at 
th a t time which m ust be met. 
If, by 
any 
legal 
proceeding 
the 
city 
is 
held 
down 
for 
a 
time, 
these obligations cannot be met,unless 
money is borrowed. 
As intim ated be 
fore, the saloon men hope to have the 
election declared void, so th at they 
ean secure their licenses for the old 
sum—$200 
It is also morally certain 
th a t the common council, in the ab­ 
sence of such a decision will not grant 
a license for less than $500, and that, 
too, with the money all in the hands 
of the treasurer. 
It is rumored 
th at in case 
Judge Bennett decides 
against the saloon men in this case, 
the saloon men will drop it and sub­ 
mit. 
But in case the decision is in 
their favor, it is reasonably certain 
th at the case will go to the suoreme 
court, in which event it may be sever­ 
al months before any licenses are 
granted by the common council unless 
the maximum fee is advanced. 
The 
saloon keepers may also be given an 
opportunity to put up th a t amount of 
money or shut up their business pend­ 
ing the litigation.

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BUST OF SHAKESPEARE. 
HomMMkera' Ex cars ion, Til. the Balti­ 
more * Ohio Railroad. 
The Interesting History of the Davenant 
Head of the Poet. 
W hen Lincoln’s Inn Fields was still 
a rural suburb, where aristocratic and 
w ealthy people lived, says the St. Jam es 
Budget, there stood on the southern 
side, or “on the back side of Portugal 
Row,” close by an old inn called the , 
. . . 
. 
.. 
Grange, a famous tennis court, together 
In 
y e8^i south 
with one of those great and stately 
“inns of court” from which the name 
of that locality was obtained. Early in 
the year 1660, or late in 1659, Sir Will­ 
iam D avenant obtained possession of 
the tennis court—then called Gibson’s— 
converted it into a handsome and roomy 
theater, which a contemporary, Pepys, 
said was the “the finest playhouse that 
ever was in England.” 
Over its two 
chief entrances recesses were made to 
accommodate busts, and these, appa­ 
rently, were those of 
the m anager’s 
godfather, and his predecessor as poet 
laureate, Ben Jonson. 
At th a t time 
m any of Shakespeare's younger friends 
were still alive, and so were old actors 
who had been the poet’s fellow players, 
and so was Shakespeare's youngest 
daughter, and his granddaughter, and 
old playgoers who had seen the poet 
play. 
To all of these Shakespeare’s 
bust would be attractive, and many of 
them doubtless often paused on their 
way past, into or out of the theater to 
look up at it. Presently came the reign 
of opera in the Italian style and come­ 
dies in the French style, and Shakes­ 
peare was again neglected. 
The men 
who remembered the mighty poet were 
booming very few, the stories that were 
told of him were being fast forgotten, 
and the busts over the theaters were 
no I *nger the objects of interest they 
had been. In 1668 Sir W illiam Davenant 
died. 
S ir William had looked his last 
upon the beloved bust above the thea­ 
ter door, and after his death we grad­ 
ually hear less and less of Shakespeare 
and his works and more of dancing and 
singing and coarse buffoonery. If, then, 
Shakespeare’s plays were contem ptu­ 
ously neglected, w hat wonder is it to 
find his personal relics equally disre­ 
garded? W hen 
in 
1714 
the 
Duke’s 
cheater ceased to be a playhouse and 
became a barrack, the busts over the 
entrance remained. They were portraits 
of men unknown; and when (probably 
about th at time) the entrances 
were 
bricked up, they were lost to sight al­ 
together. 
"When the building was de­ 
serted by the m ilitary it became an auc- 
tion-room and warehouse, and after­ 
ward, in 1737, Messrs. 
Copeland and 
Spode converyted it into a pottery w are­ 
house. In 1845 the old building was re­ 
moved for the erection of the College 
of Surgeons, and in 1848, when its last 
rem ains were also removed, the long- 
forgotten terra cotta busts once more 
saw daylight. 
Before their real value 
and im portance were 
discovered 
the 
workmen had thrown down the bust of 
Jonson and utterly destroyed it. From 
this fate the Shakespearean bust was 
preserved by Mr. Clift, whose daughter 
afterw ard became the wife of the late 
Sir Richard Owen, to whom it was be­ 
queathed, and from whom, thanks to 
the kindness of his son, Rev. Mr. Owen 
of Richmond, and Sir W illiam Flower, 
it has now become the most valuable 
of the m any valuable Shakespearean 
relics in the library of the Shakespeare 
Memorial a t Stratford-on-Avon. There 
we may hope its continued existence 
will never again be endangered by that 
ignorance 
and 
careless 
indifference 
through which we had so narrow an 
escape of losing it altogether.

WE SLEEP 
CHURCH. 


Cange of the Drowglnegg W hich Comeg 
Over One Listening to a Sermon. 
I have a scientific explanation of the 
somnolence which overtakes people in 
church. I used to think that it was the 
dullness of the sermon which provoked 
the sleep of the congregation. One re­ 
members the actor who gave a private 
reading of his play to a company of his 
friends, and when he was done asked 
their opinion. At last, when one began 
to speak the playwright 
interrupted! 
“You can have no opinion; you were 
asleep.” “Ah,” replied the critic, “do you 
not know that sleep is an opinion?”

the congregation is a jet of gas or a 
sharp gleam of electricity, into which 
they look as the sermon proceeds, and 
the preacher goes on and on and on, 
in a gentle and monotonous voice, and 
down and up like a mother’s lullaby, 
and, behold, our eyelids are pressed 
down against our will by soft invisible 
fingers, and everything is deliciously 
vague and far away, and suddenly peo­ 
ple stand up with an awakening sound 
about us, and the preacher is pronounc­ 
ing the ascription at the end of his ser­ 
mon, during whose wise and eloquent 
paragraphs 
we 
have 
humiliatingly 
slept. This is hypnotic sleep. And it is 
the fault, not of the preacher, but of 
the whole construction of our ill-vehtl- 
lated and absurdly lighted churches.

Treating H eat AfiBictions. 
Now that the sunstroke season is 
drawing near the House of Relief, bet* 
ter known as the Hudson Street hos- 
pital, is getting its sunstroke ward 
ready for action. This ward is as com­ 
plete, in point of apparatus and appli­ 
ances, as any similar institution in the 
world, and from the time the patient 
enters the room he is handled by means 
of electrical machinery more 
gently 
than would be possible even with the 
trained hands of the doctors and nurses, 
says the New York Sun. Of late treat­ 
ment in sunstroke cases has altered ma­ 
terially. 
The old treatment included 
warming drinks and hot applications to 
the body, with a view to drawing the 
heat from the head. Now the patient is 
Immersed in very cold water, and kept 
so until the abnormal temperature de­ 
creases. Some remarkable cures have 
been effected by this method of treat­ 
ment. The new apparatus is designed 
for the transfer of the patient to the 
bath. It is worked entirely by electri­ 
city. A sort of hammock suspended, not 
from the ends, but from the sides, be­ 
tween iron bars, is the receptacle for 
the sufferer. The end of this hammock 
at which the head lies is higher than 
the other end. The bars are suspended 
by chains from wheel trucks overhead 
running on tracks, and both the mo­ 
tion backward and 
forward 
of 
the 
trucks and the raising or depressing of 
the hammock by means of the chain are 
controlled by the electric apparatus. On 
the entrance of the patient the ham­ 
mock is lowered and he is gently slid 
from the stretcher into it. A turn of the 
motor wheel lifts him, and another turn 
sends him moving along until he is di­ 
rectly over a tub containing water iced 
to the desired temperature. Then the 
machinery lowers him slowly into the 
water. Ice is packed around his head, 
and he is left there until his tempera­ 
ture is lowered to a point where it is 
deemed safe to take him out. Then the 
machinery gently lifts him again and 
transfers him to a pallet at the side of 
the room. If a second ice bath is not 
necessary the patient is then removed 
to one of the adjoining rooms.
